Gardiner Wilson, Jr., who has 
been prominent in Republican politics 
in Boston for many years, was recently 
appointed to the position of Judge of 
Probate of Suffolk County by Governor 
Saltonstall. He was appointed to suc- 
ceed Judge William F. Prest who has 
been retired on pension on his own 
behalf. 

Potentate Wilson is a native of 
South Boston and at present lives at 
44 Kenwood Street, Dorchester, a dis- 
trict from which he was elected for 
six two-year terms to the Boston City 
Council. Last year he retired volun- 
tarily from the Council. 

He was a classmate of Governor 
Saltonstall at Harvard College in the 
class of 1914 and also Harvard Law 
School from which he was graduated 
in 1917. Immediately upon his grad- 
uation from law school he was ad- 
mitted to the bar and has practised 
law in Boston to the present time. 

He was the Republican nominee for 
District Attorney of Suffolk County in 
1934 and made an unsuccessful bid for 
the Republican nomination for Lieu- 
tenant Governor in 1938. He was a 
delegate to the Republican National 
Conventions in 1986 and 1940. 

Potentate Wilson is a Past Master 
of Joseph Webb Lodge, A. F. & A. M, 
a Past Ex. High Priest of St. Paul's 
Royal Arch Chapter of Boston, a Past 
Illustrious Master of Boston Council, 
R. & S. M., and is the Junior Past 
Commander of Boston Commandery. 
He is also a member of the Scottish 
Rite Bodies in Boston and Milton 
Lodge K. of P. 


CHIEF RABBAN LOMBARD

ADORNS POTENTATE’S DESK 


VERY recent gift to Aleppo 

Temple was that of a pair of 
wooden candlesticks which have occu- 
pied a place of prominence on the 
mantel in the office of the Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Lodge of Massachu- 
setts, Joseph Earl Perry, 

At the beginning of the Grand Mas-
